EXILED KING IS 
GIVEN ACCLAIM 


Alfonso Greeted In Paris By 
Throng Of 30,000 Upon 
His Arrival. 


(Associated Press. Copyright, 1931» 
Paris, April 17—Alphonso de Bour­ 
bon, until last Tuesday King of the 
oldest monarchy in Europe, stepped 
from a train at the Gare de Lyon 
at 11.10 o’clock Thursday night into 
the most tumultuous reception that 
old railway station 
has 
seen 
in 
many years. 
Fully 30.000 persons jammed the 
station and the great square on 
which it faces. They 
had 
been 
waiting there for hours to see the 
man who left his country, so lie 
said, to avert civil war among his 
people. 
"Vive Ie roil" the French cried, 
mingling their cheers with the ’Viva 
el rey!” of the Spanish loyalists. 
Alphonso Almost Crushed 
No King who ever came into this 
haven of exile was so enthusiastic­ 
ally acclaimed. 
The police were powerless to hold 
this throng in check and Alphonso 
was almost crushed by tile crowds 
which swept forward to greet him. 
Alphonso was the third passenger 
to step out of the train. He looked 
up in startled surprise as the cheers 
echoed through the station, then he 
lifted his green fedora and smiled, 
but his face was tired and pale.
